Claims 7-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Garza 
et a\. US Patent No. 6,078,736. 
With regards to apparatus claims, the MPEP states:

As such, in regards to claims 7-9 and 12, Garza teaches an apparatus 
comprising a memory (storage device on column 3, line 55), scanning microscope 
(column 4, line 7) and monitor (Figure 4, 144). The means for reading first CAD data 
and means for reading second CAD data is interpreted to be a processor as taught by 
Garza on column 3, lines 60-64. The means for displaying the CAD data is interpreted 
to be the monitor as described above. As such the structures of the apparatus as 
taught by Garza are the same as the structure of applicants apparatus, the CAD system 
of Garza would be capable of performing all the functional limitations in these claims. 

In regards to claim 10, the designating means is interpreted to be a keyboard as 
Taught by Garza (Figure 4, 142). 

In regards to claims 1 1 and 13-15, the means for sampling, calculating, and 
controlling are all interpreted to be function performed by a processor as taught by 
Garza (column 3, lines 60-64). 
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In regards to claim 16, containing all the same limitations as found as rejected in 
claims 7-15 above, the same rejection applies.
